During no previous year ot the history 


ot thj society havo eo many pages of the 
sacred word been issued; and only a sin- 
glo year—the last of the groat civil war— 


! ranks the one just closed in the. num 
ber of volumes distributed. Three hun- 
dred and eleven colporteurs have labor- 
ed in this country, and two hundred ace 
seventy-six in foreign lands. 


The receipts for the year for gpnerai 


purposes' were ; $598,641,91. 
Of this 


amount, 8283,999.55 were received for 
books and on purchase account; §184,179- 
.20 from legacies; §50,307.33 iu donations 
from auxiliary societies, churches, and 
individuals; $32,29447 from rental?, and 
tho 
balance from interest and other 


sources. 
Basides which,.'£"'3,000 have 


been added to.the trust fund, the interest 
of which alone is applicable for general 
purposes. The disbursements for manu- 
facturing and for all other general pur- 
poses ware S599.106.S9. For the foreign 
work of the society, to be expended dur- 
ing tho coming year, tho amount of S164, 
9S6.S6 has been appropriated. The num- 
ber of copies ot the scriptures issued dur- 
ing the year is 1,575,232.

The issues ot the society during sixty- 


seven years amount to forty-two millions, 
eighty-three thousand, eight hundred nud 
sixteen.

want the state fair, and Secretary Bab- 
bitt nnd the locating committee have 
concluded to hold tho next exhibition r.t 
Madison. The second week m Septem- 
ber is the time named for hoUiiig tho 
fair. 


It was found impossible 
to raise 


the sum of 310,000 in Milwaukee, which 
would be necessary in order-that the. 
grounds might be put in proper condition. 
The Milwaukee committee raised §0,000 
and beyond that they could not go. The 
Sunday Telegraph said on this point: 


The moat pleasant relations continue 


between the state society and the city of 
Milwaukee. There was a great desire on 
the part of citizens for the fair to bo lo- 
cated here. 
But the city had been can- 


vassed to the last degree ot forbearance • 
for other objects. • The people have paid 
§350,030 into the exposition, and other 
contributions have been in proportion. 
Had the effort to locate tho fair in Mil- 
waukee been made Lat any other time,' it 
would. doubtless have been successful, 
and tho city will,- it may be assured al- 
most beyond peradventore, make a win- 
ning bid nest year.

Wo believe there will be general regret 


tnat the people of Milwaukee refused the 
state fair. Probably they could not do 
otherwise; but it'does seem to one, just 
being far enough .from Milwaukee to get 
a* good view of the situation, that th e 
business men there made a mistake 
when they told the state agricultural so- 
ciety that they didn't, want their exhibi- 
tion. 
A.n impartial opinion would be that 


it would havo been a benefit to the city' 
as well as a help to tho exposition. 


Now that Madison gets it, there should 


be no pains spared to make the fair the 
greatest possible success. The people of 
Madison will do; all they can, and ;that 
should be supplemented by a determina- 
tion on. tho part of farmers' and manu- 
facturers of the state, to make the fair 61 
'83 a good one. 


THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE TwO 


It has been more than three years sinco 


tho .Gazette first called attention to tho 
fact that [the storms which ' frequently 
visit the west'and ,work such terrible de- 
struction, wore misnamed when called 
cyclones. They, should be called torna- 
does 
or 
hurricanes,

ticular, seemed to havo a fancy for cy- 
clone until every kind of a storm. that 
has any destructive element in it, iis 
called a cyclone. Wo notice' that the 
Milwaukee Sentinel contends for the 
proper naming of these storms and ad- 
vises the dropping of the word cyclone, 
bocause it is no more proper to call the 
Racine storm or the late storm m Ito.ck 
county, a cyclone than it would be to call 
a ram storm a blizzard. 


According to tho authorities, a cyclone 


is usually from 200 to 300 miles in diam- 
eter. Their central pomt.ie always calm, 
whereas the central point of a tornado is 
the thipg that throws buildings in a form-- 
less mass and tears trees up by the roots. 
The cyclone originates outside the equa- 
torial belt between, the tropics, and al- 
ways, moves .toward the poles; but a tor- 
nado is 'an electrical formation, is gene- 
rated in the temperate zene, and moves, 
from west to east or rnorejgenerally from' 
southwest to northeast" . 
. The American Cyclopaedia is tho an- 


•'thority that cyclones usually take place 
ou the seas, but a tornado always on 
Innd. Tho causes for which they origi- 
nate are as different as their outward 
form and motion. We simply call atten- 
tion to these facts to show the all-impor- 
tant difference between a cyclone' and a 
tornado, and to correct, if .possible, th 
error of having them confounded.

CHICAGO, May 21. 


In tho torror and darkness of Friday nigh 


it was .impossible to measure the oilout or th 
damage wrought by tho gront cyclono or to to] 
ivhcu-o tho storm camo from. To-day, how 
over, wo aro enabled r.ot only to estimate th 
ofl'oct of iho lorii&do, but to indicate its liuo o 
march with perfect accuracy. Tho firnt im 
prosfiiou gathered by tho citizens of Kaoini 
was that two local atovms united thoir doa'.rui 
'ivo forces at that point. 
Thoy saw what ap 


poare to havo bocu two sections ofia groa 
tornado, which advanced upon them 'from thi 
soutlnvoat. 


Later in tho evening a separate 'and distino 


cyolor.o, starting in Missouri, entered tho State 
of Illinois at Alton, and proceeding in a north- 
easterly direction expended its main force in 
Morgan aud Sangaraon counties and rohausted 
itaolf upon reaching a point near Pontiac. 
From Hillsboroiigh, Montgomery county, to 
Morgan county and Jacksonville, thoro are few 
points which escaped the cyclonic visitation. 
From Springfield to Decatur, and thence north- 
erly toOliulou, thoro aro buadreda of hamlets 
which to-day betu- scare to tell pf tho march o 
tho tornado. At Pontiac, lees jths.n 100 miles 
from Chicago, tho mighty pauiw'ama of clout 
faded. 


Tho northern cyclono carried tits maximum 


quota of disaster to Kacino, while tho gale thai 
curae from Missouri via Altoa gave its daad- 
liost exhibition of power iu and 'around Litor- 
bcrry, Morgan county. Tho latest dispatches 
indicate that loss ot' life baa occurred ia a 
score of places in IlliuoK 
Tho fatalities in 


Rnciuo are not aa Humorous as was at first 
supposed. Tho total number of deaths will 
probably aggregate fifty, while kundrddn Lnvi 
received injurios raoro or less BOrious.

RACINE. 


KACDTE, Wis., May 21.—The cyclone 


that sivopt over tho extreme northern porK 
of this city Friday evening did more damage to 
property than was at tirst Hupposd, but tho 
actual number of killed aud wounded ie not ao 
great a«' was conjectured in tho absence of 
defluito information. Tho fact that anythln 
n tho natiiro of a catastrophe had happened at 
M \\-.\A known to few people comparatively un- 
til Saturday morning, No foar was enter- 
tained of a cyclono, for it was generally knovp 
Jhut Prof. Gray bail demonstrated 'that snch;a 
ifling was out of tho question near a largo body 
of water. But when tho pooplo hoard tho 
noiaoliko "tho rumbling of a million railroad 
trains," aa one mail described it, _somo became 
alarmed.'

everybody on tho south sido of tho rivor bo- 
Jioveil tho etorni was over, and they wont to 
bod witLout knowing whtit had takeu place on 
tho outskirts of tlio city a mile or ao distant. .

Etuiuinp as An Exercise* 


Among the means which nature baa 


bestowed-on animals in general for the 
preserfation -and enjoyment of life, 
running,, says Mercuriaiis, is the most 
important., Since,' then, it is pointed 
out to us bj nature, ic must be in a "high 
degree innocent. It is very singular 
that we should: apparently do all we 
can—which, fortunately,' Is not' much— 
to make our children unlearn the art of 
runnino-. Our earliest physical treat- 
ment ot them seems calculated. to de- 
stroy their aptitude for it;-in-a-little 
timu, it is too often the '.case that the 
city boy 'scarcely dares look as if he 
wished, to run, we.prohibit it so strongly 
as vulgar, and whe'n he is'more'grown 
up gentility steps in and prohibits it 
altogether. 
Medical prejudices and 


our own. convenience contribute like- 
wise their share,;.'and never allow our 
children, boys and girls, ' to acquire an 
art innocent of itself: and necessary to 
all. It is., possible. that a person may 
get injury"from . running, but the fault 
is not in the exercise, :but in the person 
who runs without • having had proper 
training and practice. 


Negroes 'and Jjxdians in a state of 


nature run daily -in pursuit of game for 
food with a facility at which we are as- 
tonished, but they- ars not more liable 
to consumption-- on this account trran 
those, boasts • that aro so famed for 
swiftness. ' The.' body of no animal 
seems better adapted to running than 
man's. The.nobler parts, which might 
be injured by!-an. immoderate reflux of 
blood, are uppermost, and the laws of 
gravitation., assist in. propelling, .the 
runner forward... Ho has little to do. 
but to strengthen his limbs by practice 
and concentrate his mind on the effort, 
and there is nothing severe IE this, as 
experience has shown. Indeed, run- 
ning may bo made very beneficial to 
tholungs, and perhaps there is nothing 
better calculated to strengthen these 
organs, in those who are short-winded, 
than gradual,' careful training in this 
almost lost art. 
"As soon as children 


are expert in walking, turning and tho 
like," says tho sagacious Frank, "run- 
ning races under proper precautions'is 
an excellent exercise for them." . The 
principal objects of this exercise are to 
strengthen the limbs, develop the lung_s, 
exercise the will and promote the cir- 
culation of the blood. 


Running was so highly esteemed by 


the old Greeks, that Homer observed 
that no map. could acquire greater fame 
than by being strong in his hands, feet 
and limbs; Plato, recommends running, 
not only to boys and girls, but to men; 
Seneca, who expresses strong disappro- 
bation of athletics, recommends running 
to Lucilius for exercise. The following 
rules may be observed: 


Running should only be practiced in 


cool weatner; as, for instance, in tho 
late fall, winter 
and early spring 


months. 


Tho clothing should bo light, tho head 


bare and the neck uncovered. 
As soon 


as the exercise is finished, warm cloth- 
ing should be put on and gentle exercise 
continued for some timo. It is not nec- 
essary' to havo a race course. The 
teacher of a school may tako his pupils 
into the fields and find suitable ground 
for them. Then his pupils may exercise 
their bodies in other ways, acquire 
strength, agility, health 'and the capac- 
ity of continued exertion; tho will is 
brought into play vigorously, which is a 
great aid in the battle of life. 


Care must bo taken not to overdo, and 


thus, perhaps for life, weaken or injure 
the heart. Tho race, at first, should bo 
short and frequently repeated, rather 
than long, and full speed should not be 
attempted for some time. 


Running is well adapted to young and 


middle-aged persons, out not to those 
who are fat. Sedentary persons may 
find great benefit-in it after tho day's 
work is ended. . If they live in cities, a 
quiet spot in the park may-be selected, 
and short trials adapted to tho. strength 
entered into! Invalids mayjdo the same 
thing, only they .must'bo more careful 
than, tho robust never to over-exert 
themselves.1

Ancient Mounds In Florida. 


Earth mounds are" common near tho 


river banks all along this part of the 
coast. Tho most remarkable work of 
this kind is on the south bank .of Spruce 
Creek—an estuary of the Halifax. 
Its 


base has a diameter of one hundred feet 
and it attains a height of fifty feet, with 
steep sides, except on the east, which°is 
inclined, apparently, for a roadway. 
Excavations near by reveal the source 
of supply, for the material, in the con- 
struction'of this mound. In these arti-f 
ficial hills: havo been found specimens 
of pottery,, stone pipes, rude vessels for 
domestic use, charcoal,' skeletons and 
ornaments. The mounds are evidently 
the work of the same race of people who 
constructed-the. military fortifications; 
or canal bods, near Lake Okeechobce. 
There is nothing to indicate tho age of 
tho shell mounds or of the earth mounds 
on Spruce Crock—no'timber growths of 
sufficient size to record the passage of 
the centuries. But on tho Lake Flirt 
works tho case is different. 
On the 


crests of theso-artificial upheavals^ the 
live oak is growing in luxuriance. While 
the ago of the largest specimens of these 
trees cannot accurately bo determined, 
it is safe to say they aro from 700 to 
1,000 years, old. And they have had 
germination and continuous life since 
The earth was disturbed by- the hand of 
man. America is called the new world 
and Florida'is.the newest part of it, for 
the polyp has. not yet. cease_d his work 
of creation hero. And yet it is of such 
great age that'many of the important 
events of tho'old world's history are re-j 
cerit-when-compared withwhatwe know 
has happened in the new.

There havo beea for centuries doubts 


as to'tho.correctness of :the accepted 
calculation of the Christian era." Some 
learned-historians cannot agree whether 
Christ was born in the year 747. 749, or 
'754, counting from the foundation of 
Rome. .Recently Professor Sattler, of 
Munich, has published an essay in which 
he tries to reconcile tho testimony of 
the Evangelists with the other histor:-- 
cal data on this point. He has examined 
four copper coins, newly discovered; 
which were struck in the reign of Herod 
Antipas, ono of the sons of Herod the 
Great, and comes to. the conclusion that 
Christ was born not 754, but 749 years 
after the foundation of Romp, and 
therefore that the present year is 188$ 
instead of 18S3. This opinion the Pro-- 
fcssor tries to corroborate by tho tcsti-- 
mony of the Evangelists. 
i 


According to St. Matthew, Jesus, was 


born toward the end of. the reign of 
Herod the Great, and'when that King, 
died Jesus was yet a little child. Ac- 
cording to St. Luke Jesus was born in 
the year in. which, by virtue of a decree 
of Augustus Caisar, -Cyrenius, Governor 
of Syria, made the first census of Judeai 
Again, St. Luke says that St. John 
began to baptize in the fifteenth year of 
the reign of Tiberius .Cujsar, and in ' 
that year baptized Jesus, who was. 
then thirty years of age. As to.thefirst 
testimony there can be no misunderj- 
standing.: • Christ, being'porn in 749; 
.was-'df course yet a babe :in 750, when 
Herod died. But the .other testimony 
needs- some explanation. 
"From, the 


Breviariurii Imperii (Census of the 
Empire) which was':added'to .the will1 
of Augustus CMsar,.it'is evident that'a • 
thorough census of the countries that 
composed the Koman. empire must have 
been made. In fact, Augustus' h'ad 
three ' censuses 
of 
his. possessions • 


made, namely, in 726, 746, and 760: ; 
-As-St. Luke says that in Judea the first, 
census was made .during the reign of. 
Herod, the census must have been or-- 
ilcred in 7-1C. Probably the census was : 
begun in Judea iu 747, and Professor Sat- 
tlc° thinks it was not made in Jerusa- 
lem earlier than 749. He finds that the 
four coins enable him to make clear the 
testimony of the Evangelist as to_the 
fifteenth "year of the reign of Tiberius. 
Though Augustus died on August 19, 
767, vet the beginning of the reign of 
Tiberius must be counted a year and a •• 
half earlier (February 766), when lie. 
was appointed co-regent. 
Therefore 


tlic fifteenth year 
of the reign of 


Tiberius falls in 780, when St. John1 
baptized Jesus, who was ;then about 
thirty years of age... 


An Evangelist says that Christ began 


to preach "forty-six years after' .the 
temple at Jerusalem was • built by 
Herod. Now, .it is known that the 
buildm" of the 
temple was begun': 


eighteen years after Herod was ap- 
pointed by the Roman Senate as Regent 
of Judea, or in the year 73-1 from the 
foundation 
of liorne. Adding forty- 


six to that year, it gives_7SO as the year 
n which Christ began to preach. 


If all- these calculations of Professor 


Sattler aro correct, then- the Christian- 
era began live years earlier than is. 
usually supposed, making the current 
year I'isS* insf-uud of 1883.— N. 7.

At eleven o'clock this forenoon Sheriff 


Harper brought Hartley 
Clifford into 


court for the purpose oC receiving his 
sentence. There were but few people 
present. None of tho attorneys who had 
charge of the case while being tried be- 
fore the circuit oourt, were in attendance, 
but by agreement, District 
Attorney 


John "W. Sale, o£ this county, appeared 
for the state in place ot District Attorney 
Cooper, of Racine, and Messrs. Winans 


<fe Pethers.appeared for the prisoner. 


The court, after readiog tho infor- 


mation and the statute in regard to the 
murder, said: 
- 


Alter a somewhat lengthy trial on this 


indictment, to which you have interposed 
a plea of not guilty, in which trial you 
were very ably defended, the jury havo 
pronounced the verdict "guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree,'' and under that 
verdict. and the directions given by the 
supreme court it now becomes the duty 
of this court to pass the sentence nwaraed 
to this offense by tho law ot the state^ 
Have you anything to say now why this 
lenlenca should not be pronounced by 
the court?" 


Clifford, with his face distorted and 


tears falling from his eyes, wrung his 
hands. He looked at tho judge but said 
nothing. The judge said further: 


You are a youug man just entering up- 


on aotive life, only, I think, aboat '28, 
with capacity amply sufficient to qualify 
you to discharge every dul.y as a good 
citizen, but in an evil hour you havo tak- 
en the life o£ a fellow-being, and a jury 
have found that you did it of maluce a j 
forethought, and from a premeditated 
design to affect his death. 


The evidence upon the trial disclosed 


that you, for the latter part of your years,

;i gambler, and that you were iu the habit 
of betting, and that the taking of the 
life ot Captain Pugh was the result and 
the issue of a bet. You can sec now, if 
not before, how infinitely better it would 
have been for you, and thoso connected 
with you by blood, (here the prisoner 
sobbed audibly,) it you had taken a dvf 
ferent course. It may be that you neve 
would have done this had you let reaaon 
and judgment and wisdom, held thei, 
sway. It is possiblo that you did it in a 
moment of passion, and without really 
premeditating death; that may bo ao,bu 
a jury have found it is not so. Thi 
premeditation need not be for more than 
a moment, and when you fired four shots 
two of which took effect in the body of 
Mr. Pugli, producing death, within a few 
hours, the jury perhaps were warrantee 
in finding that you contemplated taking 
his life.

said, " He that 


is slow to anger is batter than he that is 
mighty," and that "he that ruloth his 
spirit is better than ho that taketh cities.' 
Tho enemies that we have most to fear 
are those of our own household—our 
own passions, and I cannot but see that 
had you let your reason, your judgement 
and your wisdom'control you, you would 
not be in the terrible situation in which 
you are to-day. And I sincerely hops 
whatever may be the condition of your 
life hereafter, that you will let reason aDd 
judgment control and actuate you dur- 
ing tha rest of your K£e. I trust you 
will, and I have no doubt you will, be- 
cause you see the consequences to which 
this fearful crime has btought you. I do 
not know that I have anything further to 
say except that I feel kindly toward youi 
but nevertheless must pronounce tho sen- 
tence of the court upon you, 


Mr, 5Vinans here said that at the request 


of Mr. Clifford he would state to the 
court, and could corroborats the state- 
ment by the sheriff and. perhaps Dr. 
Whiting, that Clifford had heart disease, 
and that solitary 
confinement would 


greatly jeopardize his life, and therefore 
would ask the court to omit, if possi- 
ble, that feature of the sentence. Tho 
court said that tho statute required Iha^ 
some period of solitary 
confinemenl 


should be imposed, but that he would 
modify the sentence prepared ana make 
tho time one day. 


At the request of Mr. Winaos the pris- 


oner 'was allowed to sit down. Tho judge 
then; pronounced.the sentence as follows: 
"Tho sentence'oNhe'Court is' that you, 
Hartley Clifford, for the critne of murder 
in the'first degree, of -which you have 
been convicted, be punished by confine- 
ment at hard labor in the state prison for 
and during the ' period of your natural 
lifo, and that the first day of your said 
confinement be solitary. 


During the remarks of Jndgo Bennett, 


tlio prisoner stood in front of'the court, 
his head bowed down, in deeo thought; 
his body swayed to and fro, at times al- 
most tipping over, and afterwards his 
feelings of grief were manifested by cry- 
ing. 


The prisoner will not be taken to Wau- 


•pun before Friday, in order that his at- 
torneys may have an opportunity to ob- 
tain a stay of proceedings, on an appeal 
of the cose to'the supreme court. .
